A storm of considerable in- 


tensity 
which 
centered 
about 


Kingston and the lower Rondout 
valley was responsible for dam- 
age to public utilities early Fri- 
day evening but gave farmers an- 
other much needed soaking of 
crops. 


Sweeping in from the 
south- 


west about 8 o'clock the storm 
broke shortly thereafter and for 
a half hour a drenching rain fell. 
The storm came on a high wind 
which was responsible for con- 
siderable damage of a minor na- 
ture to wires. Several trans- 


formers of the Central Hudson 
Gas & Electric Company were 
struck by lightning and numerous 
lines were placed temporarily out 
of order. Falling branches 'and in 
some cases trees blown across 
wires caused interruption of ser- 
vice.

Chief Damage In City 


It was reported that the chief 


damage was in the city of Kings- 
ton although there was some dam- 
age as far south.as .Port Ewen 
and in the vicinity of Rosendale, 
Lomontville, Whiteport and out 
Eucas avenue. The main trouble 
•vyas transformers being struck by 
lightning although a considerable 
area was affected in the city by a 
tree which was blown over wires 
at Clinton avenue and Franklin 
street Street lights in' a consider- 
able area uptown were out for 
some time until repairs had been 
made. 


In many instances circuits were 


put out of service by limbs laden 
with rain dropping wires and 
shorting lines. A transformer on 
Wrentham street was struck and 
the circuit cut. 


A large horse-chestnut tree on 


the Forsyth property on Fair 
street was blown down. There was 
also considerable damage to wires 
on O'Neil street and out Lucas 
avenue. Emergency crews had 
service restored within a short 
time after the storm cleared away. 


Haystack Burns 


During the storm a haystack on 


the property of Fred Robison on 
Lucas avenue was struck by light- 
ning and partially destroyed. 


The New York Telephone Co. 


reported that 23 lines were out of 
order and 27 stations. Most of the 
difficulty was either from water 
getting in cables or by fall- 
ing branches. Most of the

Declines Message

With the new budget bill on 


lawmakers' desks only a few 
hours the message 
would have 


permitted waiving the three-day 
wait which legislation ordinarily 
must undergo before a vote. 


The governor had agreed thus 


to faciliate consideration of all 
bills relating to the budget. He 
based his last minute refusal on 
what he termed the injection of a 
"new factor" through Republican 
Assemblyman 'Abbot Low Moffat's 
announcement he would introduce 
a measure permitting, 
but not 
mandating, -pay for teachers. 


Suggests New Measures 


Lehman suggested that the new 


budget measures, and other bills 
before the legislature could be 
acted upon "in the regular, normal 
and orderly course of business" 
by "next Wednesday, July 5." 


But resentful Republican lead- 


ers retorted the suggested date 
"in no way is authoritative on us" 
and, asserting the chief executive 
"is now to blame for the length of 
the special session," 
indicated 


passage of the budget would be 
deferred until' July 10. 


For today and Monday they 


scheduled

which, designed only to "age" the 
pending bills, few members were 
expected to attend. Party leaders 
in both senate and assembly said 
members would be advised when 
their presence again is necessary.

Washington, July 1 UP)—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's pre-midnight sig- 
nature of the 51,755,600,000 relief 
bill gave assurance today that 
2,000,000 WPA workers would 
have jobs' during the next 12 
months. 


The relief measure, w h i c h 


underwent drastic revision in par- 
liamentary pulling and hauling be- 
tween the House and the Senate, 
was approved finally late yester- 
day and signed by the, chief 
executive shortly before the new 
fiscal year started. 


Mr. Roosevelt expressed 
his 


dissatisfaction with many features 
of the bill, but said that he 
obviously could not withhold his 
approval "and thereby stop work 
relief for the needy unemployed." 


In a statement, the President 


said the bill "contains a number 
of provisions which will work 
definite hardship and inequality on 
more than 2,000,000 American 
citizens—people who through no 
fault of their own are in dire 
need." 


Relief officials, fearful that the 


new appropriation would not be 
enacted before last midnight, had 
halted all operations until Wednes- 
day. They estimated that the bill 
would provide an average of 2,- 
000,000 jobs- • monthly,- - compared 
with an average of almost 3,000,- 
000 during the last year.

the ocean. This great artery, 
which is literaly a masterpiece of 
time and tide, has been the "life 
vein" to a commerce which gave 
New York its start, and along its 
banks are 
many communities 


sharing the benefits of its wide, 
navigable channels. 


Kingston is numbered 
among 


the settlements which 
thrived 


through the momentum of an 
early start, largely because it is a 
river community, and added to its 
many other assets is that of a 
natural harbor formed by the 
junction of the Rondout creek at 
a point where the Hudson is wide 
and deep. 


Men, Tides and Canals 


Boating was destined from the 


outset, therefore, to become a 
major industry in Kingston, and 
many who recall the busier days 
on the waterfront in another era, 
still contend that navigation was 
the community's principal com- 
mercial asset. 


Man-made waterways have also 


played their part in the expansion 
of commerce in the state, and 
Kingston again benefited in its 
earlier days following the con- 
struction of the old Delaware and 
Hudson canal. 


Even in this age of speed and 


increased transportation facilities, 
boating is holding its own and 
Kingston still is listed as a major 
port along the Hudson. 


It is estimated that more than 


a million tons of various types of

REFUGE IN CHINA 


It is hard to think of China as a shelter for 


people of any breed or class, when it is so 
harassed and overriden by the Japanese in- 
\asion. But Bishop Paul Yu-Pin, Catholic 
vicar of Nanking, offers it as such. And this 
might be more than a mere gesture. 


"War-torn China," he says, "wants the 


nations of the world, many of which have 
refused admittance to Jewish and German 
refugees, to know that her doors are open 
to these people. The refugees cannot be 
taken into (he coast cities, which are Japa- 
nese military outlets but in the interior, 
v.hich i< the real China, they are welcome." 


Can there really be room for newcomers 


in a country with such a vast population as 
China'?? The country is very large, and per- 
haps the'-e is always room for a few millions 
more, especially in western and southwestern 
areas. 


At any rate, life in so poor a country as 


China scorns to be. plus the freedom and 
tolerance that are denied in Europe, might 
be as good as am thing now open to the racial 
refugees.
